(iii) Specialised knowledge of either aerodynamic of 
aeroplant or aircraft structural analysis and design as 
evidenced by actual research or design work done in these 
fields. For ( b ) — (ii) About one year’s experience of 
aircraft design work, (iii) Specialised knowledge of 
advanced aerodynamics of aeroplant or aircraft struc- 
tural analysis and design. Qualifications relaxable at 
Commission's discretion for otherwise highly qualified 
candidates.
